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Hospital 
ward to 
remain in 
spotlight 

A SANDWELL Hospital 
ward is to remain under 
scrutiny following concerns 
over care, a new report said. 

Newton 4, which cares for 
stroke patients at the West 
Bromwich hospital, was 
highlighted after an unan¬ 
nounced inspection was 
carried out. The Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission completed 
its inspection in March. 

Officials saw incidents 
including an incontinent 
patient remaining unwash¬ 
ed for an hour-and-a-half 
despite asking staff for help. 

A “radical” action plan 
was drawn up and the trust 
closed Newton 4, replacing 
it with two units for acute 
stroke and stroke rehabili¬ 
tation, and stopping general 
medical admissions. 

It has now been revealed 
the commission does not 
think the ward has 
improved enough, despite a 
follow-up visit in August. 

The findings were reveal¬ 
ed in a report to the Joint 
Health Scrutiny Committee 
of Sandwell and Birming¬ 
ham Councils, which will 
meet on December 13. 

Rachel Overfield, Chief 
Nurse at the trust, said the 
wards had improved but 
would stay in special meas¬ 
ures until standards are be¬ 
ing “consistently delivered”. 

She added: “The same 
actions are in place as have 
been in place all along, such 
as targeted support, addi¬ 
tional training, regular 
audits of practice, patient 
surveys, and all of these 
indicate that both wards are 
improving and delivering 
good care consistently.” 


Uni experts 
in job losses 

THE archaeology depart¬ 
ment at Sandwell Council 
has been axed in a bid to cut 
costs. The staff, who discov¬ 
ered evidence of a 12th 
century large timber build¬ 
ing in Tipton earlier this 
month, will leave at the end 
of next week. 

Council bosses say the 
department, which con¬ 
sisted of the borough arch¬ 
aeologist Dr Graham Eyre 
Morgan and his assistant, 
has had to go because it is 
not a statutory department. 


Police appeal over cash box robber 


THE policeman in charge of 
an investigation into a robbery 
in Smethwick has appealed for 
the public’s help in catching the 
culprits. 

The two balaclava-clad robbers 
ran up to a security and snatched 
the box outside Bearwood Neigh¬ 
bourhood Office before fleeing in a 
getaway car. 

Det Sgt Mike Greenland, who is 
leading the investigation, said: “People 


like this have no place in Smethwick, 
and I would urge the public to help us 
track them down.” 

The guard had arrived in a cash van 
collecting cash from the Sandwell 
Homes office in Reginald Road at 4pm 
last Friday. 

Cash 

The masked men then took the box, 
containing an undisclosed amount of 
cash, and made off in what detectives 
believe was a silver four-door car. 

It was later recovered in nearby 


Addenbrooke Road and sent for a foren¬ 
sic examination. 

The robbers were not armed and the 
guard escaped unhurt. 

But police said he had suffered a 
“frightening ordeal” and appealed for 
help in catching those responsible. 

Staff in the office activated a bandit 
alarm which alerted police but the 
thieves had fled before officers got 
there. 

Many residents in Reginald Road 
were unaware of what had happened. 


Maintenance fitter Colin Smith, aged 
58, said: “I saw the police car at about 
5pm but there were no signs of any¬ 
thing. I had no idea what had happened 
there and just assumed someone had 
been playing up.” 

The car was heard speeding up 
Addenbrooke Road, and the damaged 
box was found by Uplands Manor 
Primary School.

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NEGOTIATIONS to keep the West Brom Building 
Society from leaving the town that has been its home for 
160 years are ongoing, council chiefs have said. 

The society’s chief executive Jonathan Westhoff has revealed its 
move to the £75 million Providence Place development, off All 
Saints Way, is in jeopardy after authority chiefs imposed a “dra¬ 
matic increase in price” on the cost of moving from its 1970s office 
block on High Street. 

As a result the society is now 
looking at possible alternative sites 
outside of the town. 

But Councillor Ian Jones, the 
council’s cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said the land value was set 
by an independent district auditor, a 
valuation demanded by law. 

He said: “Sandwell Council wants 
the West Brom Building Society in 
West Bromwich and it will do every¬ 
thing it can to make sure the society 
stays. We are in negotiations with 
the West Brom at the moment. The 
West Brom are coming back to us 
with their proposals. I’m confident 
we can reach an agreement.” 

Issues with the deal between the 
council and the West Brom have 
arisen after ownership of the site 
reverted to the authority from reg¬ 
ional development agency Advant¬ 
age West Midlands in advance of the 
agency’s shut down under the Gov¬ 
ernment’s ‘bonfire of the quangos”. 


Mr Westhoff said: ‘We are still 
passionately committed to West 
Bromwich but we have a responsi¬ 
bility to our members to look after 
their money. Amove into a new office 
will take at least 14 months, and we 
want to build plenty of additional 
time into that to be prudent. But 
that means we only have a couple of 
months left to make a decision.” 

It was originally hoped the deal 
would be sealed by now, but Mr 
Westhoff said there was little 
chance of an agreement before the 
New Year. He said any new home for 
the West Brom would be in the 
Black Country. 

The news comes as the society 
revealed it had cut another 
£500,000 from its losses, bringing 
them down to £5 million for the first 
half of this year. 


Hawthorns 
parking ban 
must gain 
support of 
residents 

PLANS to ban West Bromwich 
Albion fans parking in the shadow of 
The Hawthorns will need to be backed 
by the majority of nearby residents 
before getting the go ahead. 

For years supporters have plagued resi¬ 
dents by parking in their spaces and block¬ 
ing driveways and access. 

But now Sandwell Council has drawn up 
£20,000 proposals for double yellow lines 
and signage in four zones near to West 
Bromwich Albion’s home ground, to resolve 
homeowners’ complaints. The plans have 
now gone out to consultation with people 
affected, and questionnaires issued, which, 
if they are not returned, will count as a ‘no’ 
vote. The deadline is December 16. 

St Paul’s Councillor Paramjit Randhawa 
said: “We have had so many phone calls from 
elderly people as well who have felt they are 
victims of matchday parking. We have had 
altercations between residents and people 
parking in front of their homes as well.” 

The first zone takes in Albion Road, St 
Stephens Road, Lones Road and Middlemore 
Road. The second includes a cluster of Smeth¬ 
wick Road such as Kimberley Road, Mafek- 
ing Road, Oxford Road and Beacon Close. 

Protected 

Roads including West Bromwich High 
Street, Florence Road, Roebuck Lane and 
Birmingham Road are included in zone 
three. The fourth zone includes Europa 
Avenue, St James Close, Offini Close and St 
Valentine’s Close.Some residents are 
already protected after a parking pass 
scheme was introduced for homeowners 
while their roads are shut on match days. 

Mother-of-one Irene Ellis, of St Stephens 
Road, backed proposals. She said: “The 
parking has been a problems for years. If 
you come down on Saturdays, the residents 
really suffer.” 

Atikun Nessa, a mother-of-three living on 
Kimberley Road, added: “Fans are coming 
to watch the football so there’s no reason 
why they should be a problem for residents, 
they should find elsewhere to park.” 

Aktharaj Jaman, a 23-year-old teacher of 
Kimberley Road, said residents were used 
to supporters’ parking. He said: “Any sche¬ 
me would just be extra hassle for residents 
and a waste of money to try and stop park¬ 
ing that’s only a problem once a fortnight.”

‘Snow champions’ avalanche 


MORE than 250 people 
signed up for free snow shovels 
and bags of grit within days of 
the launch of a £23,000 
Sandwell Council scheme to 
encourage neighbours to clear 
each other’s paths. 

More than 4,000 3kg tubs of 
grit and 2,500 shovels will be 
handed out under the author¬ 
ity-run Snow Champion 
scheme. The aim is for people to 
help clear each other’s drive¬ 


ways, if last year’s heavy falls of 
snow are repeated this winter. 

Fifty community organisa¬ 
tions can apply for grit bins. 
Gritting crews will also be on 
call 24 hours a day, ready to 
treat the borough’s roads. 

The authority spent £30,000 
on extra grit bins and treating 
30 pay-and-display car parks 
for the first time, as well as 
having almost 7,000 tons of grit 
in stock at a cost of £228,000. 


The Snow Champions 
scheme is the idea of council 
leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper and cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley, the author¬ 
ity’s gritting boss. 

Councillor Rowley said: “It’s 
magnificent so many people are 
interested in helping other 
people, and especially the older 
generation, this winter, and 
helping them to stay mobile.” 


More stores set for £200m centre 


FOUR more of the stores at 
the centre of the £200 million 
Tesco regeneration of West 
Bromwich are under offer, it 
has emerged, but no details 
have been released yet. 

Spenhill, the regeneration 
arm of the supermarket giant, 
says it cannot give details in 
case it jeopardises negotiations. 

The centre, off Cronehills 
Linkway, will be anchored by a 
Tesco Extra. It is one of the 


largest current regeneration 
projects in the UK. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s head of regeneration, 
said: “The Tesco development is 
obviously filling up. It’s going to 
be a great boost for the area. 

“It shows the success of the 
scheme despite the climate of 
austerity. And it also shows the 
success this development will 
have from the outset. It will cer¬ 
tainly help the regeneration of 


West Bromwich.” 

Top retailers, including Next, 
Primark, JD Sports, Bank, and 
Outfit have already said they 
will be part of the development. 
Odeon will operate an eight- 
screen cinema. 

Primark will create 200 jobs 
and Next 80. Other retailers 
are yet to confirm recruitment 
but the development is antici¬ 
pated to create more than 2,000 
jobs.

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Streets ban 
order for 
teen gang 
ringleader 

A TEENAGER who terrorised shop staff and their 
customers in Sandwell has been given an anti-social 
behaviour order banning him from a number of 
streets. 

Police have described 16-year-old Scott Cotterill as the 
“ring leader” of a group using abusive and threatening lan¬ 
guage towards staff and customers at Co-operative Mid¬ 
lands Shop, in Tame Road, Oldbury. 

Sandwell Magistrates Court heard last week that the 
youngster, of Harvington Road, Brandhall, had been 
causing anti social behaviour in the area since 2008. 

He regularly shouted abuse at PCSOs, police officers and 
business owners in the Tame Road area, intimidating them 
with his threats and language, the court heard. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler read reports which 
stated he had thrown bricks and stones at people, and was 
known to have started a number of fires and caused crim- 
al damage.

Chief’s pledge 
over libraries 

LIBRARIES in Sandwell will not be 
closed despite the council facing 
“savage” multi-million pound cuts, an 
authority chief has pledged. 

Hilary Taylor, a member of the 
public, posed a question to last week’s 
full council. She asked if due to the 
financial and economic situation a 
number of libraries could be closed” 
Councillor Linda Horton, the cab¬ 
inet member for culture and leisure, 
said there were no plans to close 
libraries, despite having to save £75 
million by 2015. She said: “It’s a diffi¬ 
cult situation due to savage budget 
reductions for local authorities. In 
Sandwell however we’ve bucked the 
trend and opened two new libraries 
and doubled library use in those 
areas.” 

The £2.3 million Blackheath Lib¬ 
rary opened in May and 1,176 people 
became members in June and July 
alone, up from 103 in the same period 
last year. Oldbury’s £6 million Jack 
Judge House opened in March. 


Firm sees big 
rise in profits 

ENGINEERING success story 
Chamberlin unveiled a 500 per cent 
increase in profits, aided by its rescue 
of a collapsed Wednesbury firm. 

It bought manufacturer Jebron last 
year, saving 25 jobs. The business 
was merged with its Exidor factory at 
Cannock. Chief executive of the 
Walsall-based company, Tim Hair, 
said it had created “a really strong 
business” employing 65 people. 

Boosted by the merger, the group’s 
engineering arm had increased sales 
by £900,000 to £4 million and almost 
doubled operating profit to £204,000. 

The group as a whole saw underly¬ 
ing pre-tax profit rocket to £797,000 
in the six months to the end of Sep¬ 
tember, up from £163,000 at the same 
time last year. Sales figures were up 
25 per cent to £23 million. 

It has also benefited from a major 
contract at its Chamberlin & Hill 
foundry, Chuckery Road, Wal¬ 
sall,where the workforce has grown 
to 140. 


Mr Mumtuz Bahadur, prosecuting 
on behalf of Sandwell Council, said: “A 
lot of Scott’s behaviour stems from 
drinking.” 

Judge Wheeler imposed the Asbo, 
which prevents Cotterill from entering 
the area between Tame Road, Perry 
Hill Road going into Bleakhouse Road, 
Wolverhampton Road and the border 
of Brandhall Golf Course. 

It also bans him from going into the 
area between Oldacre Road, Abberley 
Road, Kingsway and Tame Road where 
Foley and Kennedy Houses are based. 

Abusive 

The Asbo stops him from use threat¬ 
ening, abusive, racist and sexually 
explicit language in a public place and 
bans him from throwing bricks and 
stones and starting fires. 

It also prevents him from consuming 
alcohol in a public and associating with 
two named individuals between 9am 
and 7pm for six months. The Asbo will 
be in force for two years. 

Judge Wheeler said: “I am satisfied 
that there is enough evidence to 
impose this Asbo.” 

Pc Graham Kirk said: “We are very 
pleased with the Asbo which will give 
some much-needed respite to local res¬ 
idents and businesses.”

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Thief who 
battered 
police car 
is jailed 

A METAL thief from Willenhall 
who used a van as a battering ram 
against a police car in a bid to 
avoid capture after plundering 
lead from an industrial unit is 
now behind bars. 

Stuart Shenstone broke into an 
industrial unit in West Bromwich and 
stole radiators and lead covered light¬ 
ing strips, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The 26-year-old, accom¬ 
panied by another man, had driven to 
the site in Roebuck Lane in a transit 
van used to load the haul. The court 
heard a police officer drove to the 
scene after passers-by reported two 
men acting suspiciously. 

He arrived on the scene at about 
9.20pm on July 5, parking at the 
entrance of the site, belonging to Uni¬ 
versal Developments Ltd, but 
moments later saw a van driving 
towards him, prosecutor Mr 
Harinderpal Dhami said. 

Flee 

He said. “The transit van drove into 
the nearside front end of the police car 
and the officer felt a sharp pain in his 
lower back.” 

He said the police officer called for 
assistance while Shenstone continued 
to drive forwards to try and push his 
car out of the way. Shenstone lost 
control of the van and crashed into a 
wall before attempting to flee on foot. 

He was chased by police and caught, 
as was his accomplice. Shenstone, of 
Clarkes Lane, admitted burglary and 
dangerous dri-ving. Mr Sanjeev 
Sharma, defending, said Shenstone 
had financial difficulties and three 
young children to support. 

He said he had also recently over¬ 
dosed on tramadol and had to be taken 
to hospital. 

Shenstone was jailed for 26 weeks 
for dangerous driving and given a con¬ 
secutive eight-week prison sentence 
for burglary. He was also banned from 
driving for 18 months.

Firkins announced the closure of the bakery in 
May with the loss of 40 jobs, but the firm’s 33 shops survived. 


School set to 
borrow £5m 
from council 

A SCHOOL is in talks with 
Sandwell Council about a possible £5 
million loan to make up for the money 
it lost when the Building Schools for 
the Future scheme was axed. 

Perryfields High School in Oldbury 
wants to borrow the money so it can 
build a new teaching block and hopes 
to be able to repay it over a 30-year 
period. Staff are also writing to the 
Department of Education to see if 
loans are available. 

“This is us trying to be entrepre¬ 
neurial at a time when finances are 
tight,” said headteacher Dai Mered¬ 
ith. “We don’t want to be given some¬ 
thing for nothing and we think this is 
a sensible solution. 

“It’s a way of us showing willing 
and we are totally committed to it.” 

Perryfields High School, which lost 
out on £ 18.5 million funding when the 
coalition Government axed Labour’s 
Building Schools for the Future 
Scheme, desperately needs funding to 
cope with an anticipated boom in 
pupils. At the moment it is full to 
capacity with 1,150 students but is 
expecting to take on an extra 135 over 
the next three years. 

It hopes the £5m loan will allow it 
to build a teaching block of 20 class¬ 
rooms. 


Drivers and bakery workers were 
made redundant when Newbridge 
Bakery (Production) Ltd, which owns 
the bakery in Black Lake, went into 
liquidation. 

Now it has been revealed former 
staff were owed £257,868 when the 
bakery folded. That amount included 
£29,372 outstanding wages, £4,390 
unpaid holiday and a further 
£224,106, which bosses said was 
redundancy money for staff who gave 
the company up to 30 years of service. 

There was only £17,800 left over 
from the firm’s liquidation, which 
included the sale of machinery. That 
was used to repay some of the wages. 

The planned sale of the bakery, 
which is currently on the market for 
£650,000, could not help towards pay¬ 
ments, as it was leased by Firkins, 
director Ian Bolderston said. 

And Mr Bolderston has now spoken 
of his sadness over the closure. He said: 
“It was a great shame when the bakery 
closed. It’s never pleasant when some¬ 
thing has been so long-established and 
has to go. The bakery was never going 
to be suitable long-term. 

“It was built in 1954 and was always 
under attack by hygiene and health 
officials unfortunately.” 

Mr Bolderston added the Govern¬ 
ment’s National Insurance Fund, 
which is funded by the taxpayer, 
covered redundancies. 

He added: “The reason some people 
were owed more than £15,000 was 
because some people had been with 
the company 25-30 years.” 

The firm owns shops in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley, Walsall, Oldbury as 
well as West Bromwich, which have 
continued to trade with a new supplier 
since the bakery closed. It still 
employs some 189 staff.

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Food bank scheme to 
address child poverty 


Concerns are raised on 
future of air force base 


TWO food banks will be 
created around Sandwell to 
curb rising numbers of chil¬ 
dren living in poverty in the 
borough. 

Councillor Ian Jones has 
revealed one will be created on 
Walsall Road, Wednesbury, in 
place of the property shop. 

A second food bank will be set up 
on Union Street in Tipton. 

A third could also be established 
in Cradley Heath, but officers 
have not yet identified a property 
which is suitable. 

It comes after Sandwell was 
identified as having more than 
22,000 children living in depriva¬ 
tion. 

The borough was named in a 
national six-strong list of areas 
where problems are set to get even 
worse because of the benefits 
culture and unemployment levels 


in April. The figures equate to 30 
per cent in Sandwell, well above 
the national average of 20.9 per 
cent. 

Councillor Jones, who is the 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
said: “Living standards have 
dropped to their lowest level 
nationally since the 1950s. 

“The numbers of children and 
families in need of this have been 
growing by the day so Sandwell 
Council labour group is working 
on a co-ordinated approach across 
the borough.” 

Authorities 

Earlier this year, Sandwell was 
listed along with Walsall in a six- 
strong list of local authorities 
where there is a risk of child 
poverty “deteriorating greatly in 
the years ahead”. 

In Walsall there are more than 
17,000 people, or 29 per cent, 


living in deprivation. 

This has been put down to 
worklessness and an over-depen¬ 
dence on benefits and public 
sector jobs. 

They were listed alongside 
North East Lincolnshire, Middles¬ 
brough, Hartlepool and Hull by 
the Campaign to End Child 
Poverty. 

All six are areas where the 
growth in unemployment benefit 
claims rose by at least double the 
national average between 2008 
and 2010. 

In Walsall, the rate is more than 
twice the national average in 
some areas, with Blakenall 
having the highest proportion of 
children in poverty at a staggering 
47 per cent. 

Council bosses have vowed they 
are doing all they can to reduce the 
deprivation levels. 


MEMBERS of an air squadron fear 
for the future of their Oldbury base as 
the council is putting every piece of 
land surrounding it up for sale. 

Leader of 888 Oldbury Squadron Train¬ 
ing Corps, Flight Lieutenant Greg Elwell, 
is worried that they will be forced to leave 
their base situated on Vicarage Street 
because all the land around it is being sold 
for development. 

The council is selling the land in order to raise 
money to help ease £75 million budget cuts. 

It comes after the squadron was refused per¬ 
mission to take on Langley Hall - needed for 
extra space. Also neighbouring Farley House is 
set to be sold. 

Council bosses have said that a compulsory 
purchase order will not be issued. 

But Flight Lieutenant Elwell said: “We are all 
very worried about our future. 

“If houses are built on the land around us, we 
are worried we are going to be issued with a noise 
abatement notice. 


“We have 100 children here, and we make 
noise. People will start complaining about the 
noise we having been making here for more than 
40 years. 

“We are also going to have the problems with 
parking and space.” 

He added: “We have been promised various 
things by the council which just haven’t hap¬ 
pened. 

“The council did promise it would try and find 
us a new base, and I believe that is because it 
wants to issue a compulsory purchase order.” 

Market 

Cabinet member for jobs and economy, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones said: “We will not be issuing a 
compulsory purchase order. We are in a very pre¬ 
carious situation, and we have to sell the land to 
help with the budget cuts. 

“The Langley Hall land and Farley House land 
will be going for sale on the open market, and the 
squadron can buy that if they wish. 

“But we are not in a position to allow the 
squadron to have the land.” 


Why Julian is 
just crackers 
about his job 



It’s a cracker ... Julian Reed finds that his keeps pulling in work 


J ULIAN Reed loved making 
Christmas crackers. He enjoyed 
folding the decorated paper, 
inserting the bang and selecting a 
surprise gift before tying them up 
with the perfect bow. 

He started out by just giving them to 
family and friends, but at the age of 14 
the ambitious Tividale Comprehensive 
pupil decided to see if he could sell his 
handmade crackers in a local shop. 

The now 49-year-old says: “Looking 
back I was so naive. I went on the bus 
and took some samples in a carrier bag. 

“The shop owner must have taken pity 
on me. He asked me how many I could 
make, and I just plucked the number 100 
out of the air. He made an order, but prob¬ 
ably thought he would never see me 
again.” 

But young Mr Reed, did make the 
order and worked in his evenings, and 
weekends to get it done. 

He said: “I even made the boxes, com¬ 
plete with cardboard lids, and I delivered 
them on time and was paid.” 

Unfortunately the crackers did not sell 
too well and every time he went into the 
shop the boxes of crackers remained 
piled up and unsold. 

He said: ‘What I hadn’t realised was 
that nobody could tell what was in the 
boxes, because of their lids, so they didn’t 
buy them. It was my first lesson in busi¬ 
ness.” 

Despite this setback, Mr Reed contin¬ 
ued to try to sell to local businesses. 

When he was 16, he got on the train 
and travelled to London to what was then 
a small independent stationery shop in 
Tottenham Court Road, called Paper- 
chase. It ordered 600 crackers in Febru¬ 


ary, to be delivered in August. Mr Reed 
says: “I worked my evenings, weekends 
and all the way through the summer hol¬ 
idays to get it done. 

“It’s a bit of an odd thing for a teenage 
boy to spend his time doing, but I did it, 
and delivered them on time.” 

The following year, Paperchase placed 
a repeat order, and Mr Reed knew he was 
on to a winner. He is still supplying the 
chain of stores with crackers today. It 
was then that Mr Reed named his 
cracker company Robin Reed, because it 
had a Christmas touch and and also 
inferred it was a family business. 

He says: “Nobody expected a teenager 
to be able to deliver the crackers on time, 
but they were inclined to trust you a bit 
more if they thought it was a family busi¬ 
ness, and something bigger than a spotty 
teenager.” 

Decided 

His first factory was set up in 1981 in 
Factory Road in Tipton. He had started 
to build up a number of home workers in 
the Oldbury area who would make the 
crackers. He would deliver to them the 
materials and gifts, and they would 
make them. Then his vans would pick 
them up and bring them back to the 
factory to be distributed. 

In 1984 he moved the factory to Brades 
Road, Oldbury. This was where he built 
up his workforce and business — at his 
peak he had around 100 home workers 
and would supply the UK market. It was 
in the 1990s that Mr Reed decided to look 
into a new way of working. 

“At this time I employed a lot of people, 
drivers, home workers and the logistics 
could be a problem,” he says. “I started to 
think that a more cost effective way was

to move the manufacture of the crackers 
to China. It was a big risk. People hadn’t 
started looking to China really. 

“I was one of the first, and I maybe 
even made the move a little too soon.” 

But the teething problems were soon 
ironed out and in the mid 2000s he took 
on his own factory in China. 

The factory in Dong Guan today 
employs around 250 staff to hand- make 
every single cracker. They work from 
February through to October, and make 
around 50 a day, and around 10 million 
per year. He ships them around the world 
and sells to customers in New Zealand, 
Australia and Canada. 

Mr Reed says one of his biggest 
markets is the US, where he sells his 
crackers to iconic shops including Macy’s 
and Bloomingdales. 

His crackers cost between £10 to £20 
per box and in the UK he sells them to 
Selfridges, Lakeland and a host of 
garden centres and other high-end 
stores. He has now also launched the 
business online at christmascracker- 
shop.com. 

Three years ago Mr Reed moved his 


Black Country base to Kelvin Way 
Trading Estate, West Bromwich. There 
he employs eight staff, and is where he 
organises and runs his business. 

Mr Reed, whose family still live in Tivi¬ 
dale, says: “These are luxury high end 
crackers, that are handmade. The people 
who buy my crackers take great care on 
their Christmas table, and want every¬ 
thing to match and look right.” 

Business is booming with year-on-year 
sales growing. So far, he says, he has not 
been hit by the economic downturn. 

Decades 

He says: “People still want to spend 
money on Christmas, and the good thing 
about crackers is that you can’t reuse 
them, you have to buy another box next 
year.” 

Mr Reed says despite spending 
decades in the cracker business, he still 
loves Christmas and the crackers. 

“It’s wonderful we are preparing for 
Christmas all year round. I am so lucky 
in that I get to travel all over the world, I 
am the boss, and I do something I really 
enjoy.”

Scheme 
to merge 
warden 
services 

TWO crime-fighting 
services in Sandwell will 
be merged, under new 
cost-cutting plans that 
would see 15 posts axed. 

A proposal to merge the 
street and park wardens 
will be discussed by 
Sandwell Council’s neigh¬ 
bourhood services cabinet 
advisory team tomorrow. 

If it is accepted, the 
current services’ 33 posts 
would be replaced by 18 
combined wardens jobs, 
saving the authority 
about £190,000 a year. 

Street wardens tackle 
issues such as anti-social 
behaviour as well as pat¬ 
rolling streets to provide 
reassurance to the public 
and a deterrent to crimi¬ 
nals. Park wardens have 
powers to issue fixed 
penalty notices for litter¬ 
ing and dog fouling but 
also offer advice and 
guidance to park users.

Warning by 
council cues 
site clean-up 

A PATCH of land in Wednesbury has 
been cleaned after 100 residents’ com¬ 
plaints sparked a council warning to 
its owner to take action. 

Homeowners living near the land in 
Bilston Road, which is owned by West 
Bromwich-based Turford Bros Ltd, 
called for an immediate clean up of the 
heavily flytipped site. The owners had 
maintained they hope to build new 
housing there, which will resolve the 
problem for the future. 

Neighbours however gathered a 
petition, which prompted the council 
to demand a clean up. 

Ward Councillor Peter Hughes, who 
collected signatures for the petition, 
said: “It shows that people power can 
force the issue and deliver a better 
results for residents.” 

Land owners had faced a possible 
Section 215 notice, under which the 
council would do the clearance work 
and bill owners retrospectively. But 
chiefs instead decided on a compro¬ 
mise with Turford Bros Ltd. 

The land has been owned by Oak 
Lane-based window company Tur- 
fords for more than three years and 
was intended for housing. 


are trapped in caves, and are on 
call 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year. John Edwards, West Mid¬ 
lands Fire and Rescue Authority 
chairman, backed the move. 

Sandwell councillor Mr Edwards 
said: “What is under consideration is a 
gain for Wednesbury Fire Station if it 
happens.We are considering having a 
search and rescue team in Wednesbury 
to cover the north of the patch more 
easily than the one team currently 
based near Birmingham Airport. 

“It’s not going to have any impact on 
the normal fire pump at the station. 
It’s just to benefit the area as it might 
be a good geographical fit.” 

Unknown 

Councillor Edwards said the exact 
number of staff needed to man 
Wednesbury Fire Station, should the 
change take place, was unknown. 

He added: “At the moment it’s possi¬ 
ble the search and rescue team would 
man the pump as well because obvi¬ 
ously they wouldn’t be needed for all of 
the 24 hours they are on call. At the 
moment we are losing six officers a 
month and we want to deploy our staff 
in the best way possible, so it would 
depend how we put the teams together.” 

The Government has cut a grant 
that makes up about 70 per cent of the 
service’s budget. The grant has been 
slashed by £10.16 million, or 12.5 per 
cent, over two years from 2011 to 2013. 
But it is feared this could rise to a total 
cut of between 37 and 40 per cent over 
three years up to 2014. 


Burial charges unchanged 


BURIAL fees in Sandwell are set to 
be frozen for the next year, but the cost 
of cremations and costs associated 
with burials will go up. 

The figures are revealed in a review 
of charges for 2012 in relation to 
bereavement services which will be dis¬ 
cussed on Monday when the borough’s 
cabinet member for service improve¬ 
ment, Councillor Mahboob Hussain 
will be asked to approve changes. 

If approved, the fees and charges 


will come into effect from January 1, 
2012. In Sandwell an adult burial costs 
around £666, but the cost of an adult 
cremation will rise from £527 to £557. 

The report says: “In setting fees two 
key factors are taken into account, 
firstly the need to fund the provision of 
excellent services within a balanced 
budget, secondly ensuring that the 
resulting charges are priced competi¬ 
tively so that customers receive excel¬ 
lent value for money.”

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Town among 
the worst for 
rubbish put 
in its sewers 

A PICK axe, vacuum cleaner and king-size 
quilts dumped down sewers have helped land 
Severn Trent Water with a £10 million annual 
repair bill, it has been revealed. 

Other items discovered after recent blockages in 
the Black Country include milk crates, traffic cones, 
metal fencing, cushions, carpets and pushchairs. 
Most were dropped straight down manholes in 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Walsall and Dudley 
after the covers were taken off. It is costing the firm 
£10 million each year to remove the 22,000 block¬ 
ages that blight its sewer system. 

Drew Kirby, strategy manager for Severn Trent’s 
sewerage infrastructure, said: “It is easy to think 
‘Out of sight, out of mind,’but this is creating a major 
problem for our workers.” 

There are 700km that are the most troublesome of 
its 90,000km stretch of pipe work. Wednesbury, 
Walsall town centre and Tipton are among locations 
named as the worst hit, with sewers clogged up 587 
times in the last year. 

Dumped 

That put the areas in 10th, 11th and 12th place 
consecutively in a league table of the biggest block¬ 
ers in the area covered by Severn Trent, which 
reaches from Wales to Scunthorpe and Gloucester to 
Leicester. 

Workers recently found an entire three-piece suite 
dumped in a sewer in Leamington Spa, while a child 
near Worcester cleared her parents’ bathroom 
cabinet of toothbrushes, hairbrushes, combs and 
beauty products and flushed them all down the 
toilet. 

Mr Kirby added: “A blocked sewer is, of course, 
inconvenient but if it leads to sewer flooding it can 
be extremely unpleasant and stressful. 

“It is particularly frustrating when those caused 
by misuse of sewers and drains can be completely 
avoided.” 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Amy Weiser said: 
“Two out of every five sewer blockages come from 
cleansing wipes and sanitary products, while one in 
five are from fat, oil and grease. 

“We are still left scratching our heads after 
hearing about some of the stuff our staff discover.”

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Amateur football club 
fears the final whistle 


AN amateur football club in Sandwell could be uprooted 
from its home of more than 50 years after land owners 
revealed they were looking to sell it. 

Tividale Football Club faces having to move from its Beeches 
home, in Packwood Road. The land is owned by British Waterways 
but it is selling off a raft of its property as it applies for charitable 
status. 

If the club were to be given the red card, 300 members would be affected, 
including the five teams based there as well as 18 staff, ranging from bar 
managers to groundsmen. Its lease is safe until June 2015 but bosses have 
to start discussing the club’s future now. 

The ground’s potential sale only came to light when club organisers 
applied for a £50,000 grant from Sport England to add disabled and extra 
sports facilities. One condition of receiving the grant is that the club must 

1 be able to guarantee its 
home for the next seven 
years. 

When organisers con¬ 
tacted British Waterways 
for what they thought would 
be “routine” confirmation, 
they were hit with the 
bombshell their home could 
in fact be sold.

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Boss in rescue bid 
for pubs up for sale 


A RESCUE package is being put 
together by a West Midlands pub 
company boss to buy back bars that 
are currently languishing on the 
market. 

Penn Street Taverns was forced to put 
a total of 22 pubs up for sale in July, 
including six worth £2 million in 
Sandwell, after its bank foreclosed on 
the company. 

Two have since been sold. Now it has been 
revealed the firm’s managing director is 
trying to raise funds to buy back some of 
them, but the company has not said which 
ones could be saved. 

Gill Walker, operations director of the 
Birmingham-based firm, said: “The manag¬ 
ing director of the company has been working 
since 2009 to raise funds to save the pubs and 
he is continuing that in order to buy back 
some of the remaining pubs. 

“It is not and never has been our intention 
to put anyone out of work or to lose their 
home.” 

Of the 22 sites put up for sale in July, The 
Crown in King Edward Street, Darlaston, 
has been sold along with The Queen’s Arms in 
Heath Street, Smethwick. 

Entice 

Three other venues are under offer - the 
Little Barrel in Dudley High Street, which is 
still trading, The Bush Inn, in Leabrook 
Road, Wednesbury, and the Four Crosses, in 
Sandon Road, Stafford. 

Asking prices for seven other pubs in the 
region have been slashed to entice buyers, 
including the British Oak in John Street, 
Walsall, the Sampson Lloyd in Cape Hill, 
Smethwick, and The Saracen’s Head in 
Dudley Road, Brierley Hill. 

In July, the firm said market conditions 
were “tough” and it needed to sell some of its 
45 outlets to survive. 

The pubs reduced in price include the 
Grade Il-listed Sampson Lloyd, from 
£350,000 to £295,000; The Saracen’s Head in 
Brierley Hill, cut by £35,000 to £145,000; 
O’Reilly’s in Aston near Villa Park, now avail¬ 
able at £350,000 instead of £400,000. 

The British Oak in Walsall, The Royal Oak 
in Whitehall Road, Tipton, and the White- 
heath Tavern in Birchfield Lane, Oldbury, 
have been cut to £95,000.

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Go-ahead for sale of 
respite centre site 


A RESPITE centre in West Bromwich 
is among several properties being sold 
off by Sandwell Council to save cash. 

In a decision made behind closed doors, 
chiefs agreed in April to shut Warstone 
House. The Salters Lane site will be sold off 
once staff and families using the centre are 
re-located. 

The decision is part of an ongoing sale of 
authority-owned land. 

Bosses have also decided to sell off Langley 
Hall and Farley House, the home of 888 
Oldbury Squadron Air Training Corps. 

The two neighbouring buildings in Lang¬ 
ley, which have been the subject of long¬ 
standing wrangles, could however be sold off 
separately. 

Chiefs have taken that decision because it 
will attract buyers more quickly and boost 
the council’s struggling coffers. 

Looking 

The authority must save £75 million by 
2015 and is releasing assets to raise money. 

The council has offered leaseholders the 
chance to buy the freehold of a raft of proper¬ 
ties being used by businesses to get the sites 
off council books. The value of land is esti¬ 
mated to be a total £2.5 million. 

Bosses are also looking to dispose of land at 
Swallowfield Court, Wolverhampton Road, 
Oldbury, for car parking for an office develop¬ 
ment off the nearby Birchley Island. A large 
house called The Crest, off All Saints Way, 
West Bromwich, will also be sold. 

Bosses said the decision to close Warstone 
House earlier this year was down to high- 
running costs, “old fashioned” facilities, and 
government directives to give families their 
own payments to organise respite care. 


Restaurant still to let 

A FORMER Caribbean restaurant is still 
available to let seven months after its owners 
started looking for new bosses. The Nice ’n’ 
Spice restaurant in Carters Green, West 
Bromwich, underwent an £90,000 refurbish¬ 
ment at the start of the year but has been on 
the to-let market since April. It was previ¬ 
ously part of The Marksman pub but was 
split from the drinking hole as part of a refur¬ 
bishment to both venues in January.

Pleas over festive 
dinner is rejected 


A CAMPAIGN for a freshly- 
cooked dinner on Christmas 
Day by elderly residents at a 
care home has failed. 

People living at Holly Grange 
care home in Smethwick have 
been complaining about the 
quality of their meals for weeks. 

They say the standard has plum¬ 
meted in the past year — with food all 
cooked from frozen. 

The residents had been calling on 
Sandwell Council, which has a con¬ 
tract with Apetito to provide the 
meals, to serve a freshly cooked meal 
over the festive period at least, but the 
request has now been turned down. 

Alan Wilkins, 75, who has lived at 
the Mallin Street care home for four 
years, said it is sad that pensioners 
are having to make do with worse 
meals in their twilight years. 

Mr Wilkins said: “Some of the heat¬ 
up meals are so poor, I have started to 
buy frozen meals from the Birming¬ 
ham College of Food. 

Quality 

“I can cook where I live but it is very 
costly to cook full meals for one person 
so I do buy frozen food. But the quality 
of the meals we have now, compared to 
when they were fresh and prepared on 
site, has gone down.” 

An 89-year-old resident, who has 
lived in the home for about 10 years 
but asked not to be named, agreed. 

She said: The food has definitely 
dipped in quality since we stopped 
getting hot food.” 

In a letter to Mr Wilkins, Sandwell 
Council service director Tony Zaman 
said: “I am acknowledging your con¬ 
cerns around freshly-cooked meals on 
Christmas Day, Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Day but unfortunately there is 
no provision to accommodate this 
request. 

“I understand that provision has 
been made for hot meals to continue 
over the Christmas period which will 
be reflective of festive tradition and 
has been agreed in consultation with

people who use the service, with every 
effort being made to continue with 
Christmas festivities as have always 
been engaged at Holly Grange.” 

Mr Wilkins said: “We’re very disap¬ 
pointed.”

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The Audi A1, an impressive entry into the supermini sector. Prices range from £15,615 to £20,540 


The A1 offers a high-class interior, superb build quality and a good level of refinement

Marque 
delivers 
another 
class act 

IT WAS only a matter of time before Audi filled the 
gap in its ever-expanding array of products with 
a small vehicle. 

Quite a few years ago now, the A2 was the smallest 
and while some commentators criticised its handling 
and looks, I still think that it is one of the brightest vehi¬ 
cles that Audi has produced. 

If I was in the market for a second car an A2 would feature 
high on my list for its aluminium panels and low C02 emis¬ 
sions. I think it will become collectable. 

Audi has produced and launched the A1, effectively an 
entry to the already overcrowded supermini market. Think 
Mini, Citroen DS, Fiesta, Polo, which is the base for the Audi 
A1, and you find the boxes that Audi are trying to tick with this 
particular derivative. 

It looks stylish, extremely desirable and, of course, with 
that famous four-ring badge proudly displayed on the front 
stating that I am an Audi and therefore a quality and aspira- 
tional brand, I can see success for the vehicle Audi is pro¬ 
moting as a premium hatchback. 

Superb 

The interior, as you would expect, is high class. The build 
quality is superb and its refinement is very good. I am pleased 
to see that with the A1, Audi has been particularly generous 
with the level of equipment and this makes the A1 reasonable 
value for money, although in supermini categories it is expen¬ 
sive. 

Models are generously equipped with alloy wheels, air 
conditioning and a stability control package as standard and 
this has to make them that bit more desirable. 

There are huge comparisons between the A1 and the Mini; 
both are desirable brands, both are aspirational cars. 

I like the fact that Audi has brought a small car to the mar¬ 
ketplace and I like its “driveability”. 

The A1 starts at just over £15,000 on the road which you 
may think expensive. But do not forget that this is an Audi and 
market forces dictate that the company can put premium 
prices on all models. 

There is a range of engines to choose from with 74.3mpg 
potential and low C02 emissions in abundance; 99kg is the 
benchmark because that introduces free road tax. 

Remote 

There are several other derivatives including a 1.6-litre 
turbo-diesel which produces 105kg and this makes for very 
low excise costs. 

My 1.6-litre TDi had as standard a five-speed manual 
gearbox and did 0-60mph in just over 10 seconds. Where 
conditions and speed limits allow it would top out at 118mph. 

Audi is following its conventions with the A1 and badging 
them as SE, Sport and the top specification S-line. My 
vehicle had, in addition to the alloy wheels, remote locking 
and air conditioning, electric front windows and mirrors and 
a quite useful six-speaker audio system with the now almost 
compulsory auxiliary i-Pad connectivity feature. 

During my time with the vehicle it was a pleasant compan¬ 
ion. As a six-footer I found the driving position to be comfort¬ 
able; the instrumentation following Audi’s tradition is simple 
to understand and there is a quality feel to all the various 
knobs, switches and dials. The interior space was not over 
generous - four adults could travel for a reasonable journey 
in the vehicle - and rear headroom for me was not too much 
of a problem, 

All in all Audi with the A1 will have yet another unqualified 
success on its hands and I envisage a healthy queue at the 
dealer. 

Prices for the Audi A1 range from £15,615 to £20,540.

(h) A licensed taxi as defined in Regulation 4 of the Traffic Signs Regulations and General

(i) A vehicle being used by the Police, Ambulance or Fire Service;

TIVIDALE fought out a tremen¬ 
dous FA Vase battle with the 
Staffordshire side Brocton at the 
Beeches on Saturday which ended 
in a stalemate after sharing six 
goals in 120 minutes. 

The first half served up very poor fare 
for the large crowd during which 
Brocton packed the midfield and played 
just the one up up front. 

The game came to life a minute before 
half-time when Tividale broke quickly 
from their own half. 

Then, from what looked to be an 
aimless long ball from Joel Kettle that 


was about to be fielded by Whitehouse, 
a mixture of never-say-die attitude from 
Chris Russell and the hesitance of the 
visitors’ keeper, allowed Russell to nip 
in and flick the bah over the keeper’s 
head for the opener. 

The second half could not have started 
better for the home side when Tividale 
doubled their lead. 

Matthew Jukes took a ball with his 
back to goal and waited for his marker 
Matt Skinner to get tight to him before 
he turned and fired his shot past White- 
house and into the net. 

The goal finally sprung Brocton into 
life and Fife stung Beech’s hands with a 
rasping shot which the keeper did well 
to parry. 


However, Fife was first to the rebound 
and his effort was blocked by Kettle’s 
arm on the goal-line. The referee 
awarded a penalty to Brocton and gave 
a red card to the unfortunate Kettle. 

Fife converted the resultant penalty 
which breathed new life into a resur¬ 
gent Brocton team and they piled 
forward. 

Pressure 

Brocton’s pressure finally paid off in 
the 67th minute when Dan Lomas 
headed home a corner for a deserved 
equaliser. 

The goal shook the home side but, 
when they did regroup, the 10 men 
slowly got back into the game and the 


entrance of substitutes Sam Williams 
and Brett Clark began to pay off. 

In fact it was Clark who finished the 
90 minutes with two-goal bound efforts 
that produced tremendous saves from 
the impressive Whitehouse that took 
the game into extra-time. 

Tividale edged back in front in the 
100th minute when Williams played the 
ball of the game directly to the feet of the 
flying Jason Chilton who smashed the 
ball home. 

The final twist came in the 114th 
minute when Brocton dragged them¬ 
selves level when, after a needless foul 
on Joe Pickering, Fife scored from a 
free-kick with an effort that clipped the 
upright and nestled into the net. 


TIVIDALE TURN UP 


THE HEAT IN FA VASE 


IN WHAT was suspense filled 90 minutes, Tividale 
finally overcame Midland Combination Premier Side 
Brocton to progress through to the fourth round of the FA 
Vase in atrocious conditions in Tuesday night’s replay. 

In freezing temperatures, the returning Adam Simkiss warmed the 
hands of the Brocton keeper Adam Whitehouse on six minutes with a stun¬ 
ning 30-yard drive that was acrobatically tipped over the bar and to safety. 


Tividale were in full control at 
this point and on 13 minutes Adam 
Hill played in Chris Russell and as 
he closed down on the home goal, he 
was brought down in the penalty 
area by Brocton defender Sam 
Fleming. Russell got up to take the 
penalty, but his shot hit the outside 
of the post and went wide. 

As in the first game, the penalty 
miss proved to be the catalyst to fire 
Brocton into life and on 30 minutes 
they had their first shot on target 
which caused Tividale keeper Tim 
Beech to turn away a David Berks 
shot. 

Shortly afterwards the ever dan¬ 
gerous Gary Fife fired just over the 
bar. Tividale were at this stage on 
the back foot and the home side 
enjoyed their best spell of the game. 

On 39 minutes the pressure paid 
dividends when a Berks shot was 
parried by Beech, but this time Fife 
followed up to put Brocton ahead. 

Tividale responded positively and 
finished the half the stronger. They 
should have gone in level at half 
time when, after great work down 
the left from Jason Chilton, his 
cross found Bekir Halil, but he 
shoot high and wide instead of 
putting the ball back into the box. 

The second half opened brightly 
and five minutes in, Tividale 
changed their formation and went 
to three at the back to take advan¬ 
tage of Brocton.s one man up front 
and packed midfield formation. 

However, despite enjoying the 
majority of the possession, they still 
could not make any head way 
against a well-disciplined home 
side and in poor conditions, neither 
team were able to hold onto the ball 


long enough to exert any sustained 
pressure. 

On 59 minutes came what was 
possibly the turning point in the 
game. It started when Fife’s shot 
from nowhere beat Beech but crash¬ 
ed off the post into the path of Sam 
Bell. With the goal at his mercy and 
the possibility of putting Brocton 2- 
0 up, he shot over the bar. This 
turned out to be the lucky break 
that Tividale took full advantage of 
and on 70 minutes they were level. 

From looking like they could not 
create a chance, let alone a goal, 
Adam Hill tried his luck from 20 
yards out and just as the impressive 
Whitehouse looked to gather the 
effort, the ball took a wicked deflec¬ 
tion and left Whitehouse stranded 
as the ball hit the back of his net. 

Tividale seized their opportunity 
and took control of the game from 
this point and it was just a matter of 
time before they went ahead. 

On 78 minutes, Adam Hill, by 
now in control of the midfield, 
played in another beautifully 
weighted pass to the ever-willing 
Russell and this time there was no 
stopping the dynamic striker as he 
held off his marker and coolly 
slotted the ball into the net. 

Tividale saw out the last few 
minutes in a controlled manner and 
should have added to their score . 
That, however, would have been 
harsh on a Brocton side that were 
magnificent over the two games. 

Tividale now have a home fourth 
round tie against Binfield FC from 
Reading in the New Year.

SERVES UP A TREAT 



WHEN Goran Ivanisevic spoke of a 
“perfect day”, he was getting caught up in 
the moment. 

Yet while Albion’s celebrity supporter might 
have become carried away with his team’s 
achievements at Loftus Road, the Baggies 
gave him a pleasing end to his first ever live 
match. 

The former Wimbledon tennis champion’s pre¬ 
match dash across London proved well worthwhile 
as he arrived in time to see most of a highly enter¬ 
taining encounter. 

More importantly, the big Croatian was rewarded 
for his endeavours with a well-deserved Baggies 
point as Shane Long ensured Roy Hodgson’s men 
kicked off their big month in solid fashion. 

Albion made Ivanisevic and the 1,547 more 
regular travelling fans sweat for their share of the 
spoils as, with 10 minutes remaining, it looked like 
their considerable efforts in an end-to-end 
encounter might amount to nothing. 

But while they took until the 82nd minute to add 
a finishing touch to their impressive build-up play, 
only the most churlish observer could deny that 
Hodgson’s side were good value for a draw. 

Neil Warnock tried to do so with his assertion that 
his Rangers side dominated a game which they led 
on 20 minutes as Heidar Helguson maintained his 
magical run of recent form by heading home a Joey 
Barton cross. 

Yet such is the QPR boss’s ‘previous’ with Albion, 
Baggies fans tend to give his views short shrift 
where their team is concerned. And even as 
Rangers’ ‘Marmite’ manager offered one view of the 
game, the post-match statistics told a different 
story. 

Deserved 

The visitors had more possession than their 
hosts, a 52 per cent share, more shots, 11-10, more 
efforts on target, 5-2, and forced more corners, five 
to Rangers’ three. 

So by the time Long bundled home his close-range 
effort from substitute Peter Odemwingie’s deflected 
cross as the clock ticked down, a 1-1 scoreline was 
the least Hodgson and Co deserved. 

They had enjoyed a slice of good fortune when an 
incorrect first-half offside flag denied Shaun 
Wright-Phillips what should have been a memo¬ 
rable goal which would have left the Baggies facing 
an uphill battle to force their way back into the 
game. And they had overcome a mixed display that 
combined moments of inspiration with incidents of 
real frustration for Hodgson. 

Yet by the end of an engaging contest, a point 
apiece was a fair enough outcome. 

For Albion, their afternoon in West London was a 
mixture of the good and not-so-good facets of their 
season so far. 

The neat, clever one-touch football was there in 
decent measure, as was the solid, uncomplicated

defending that has made them a tougher nut to crack since 
Hodgson took charge. 

But for every well-constructed piece of build-up play, there 
was a poor decision or a final pass that went astray. 

And for each effective header or well-timed challenge at the 
back, there was a defensive misjudgement that threatened to 
hand a QPR side with similar attributes to the Baggies a 
chance to score. 

The performance left Hodgson with one or two creases to 
iron out in his side before they host Wigan on Saturday in a 
game they will be expected to win.
